I have the honor to report, for your Excellency’s information, the proceedings of the 
Ih: aot ie i ' Sa seeps ne 
The Troops having embarked at Rangoon on the evening of the 18th instant, on board the H. C. 
Steamers Muhanuddy, Nerbudda, Damdoda hed Lord W lina Reutindh, ih set forth in the dccompanying 
Memorandum, showing the details of the whole force, dropped down the River below the Hastings’ 
Shoal, and-weitert for the morning tide. EE ena See eee pees aera 
A convoy of Boats, containing Provisions, Stores, and Camp-followers, escorted by the Gun-boats, 
under the command of Livttenant Masak, preveded the Steamers en‘the ‘aftemioon of the 18th. 
Weighing at early day-light on the ‘19th, and taking the-whole of the flood-tide with them, the 
vessels, led by the Lord William Bentinck, procceded up the Pega River, and arrived in the evening 
ut stations a few miles below Pegu, ; 
he Lord Witham Bentinck, more fortunate than the rest, (Mr. Digney having previonsly acquired 
some knowledge of the River on a former orvasion,) reached a point two miles below the position |. 
was proposed to take ap; the Damooda, Nerbumida, and Matanuddy vemaining for the night at sta- 
tions lower down the River. 
The further advance of the Veasels on the following day was tedious, and a matter of considerable 
eificulty, owing to the decreasing width and depth of the Channel, and the serpentine bends of the 
ver. 


By the evening the ord William Rentinck lad pushed on to a position about a quarter of a mile 
below the S. E. angle of the old ruined City of Pegu; the Nerbudda reached a pomt half p mile 
further down; the Damooda three quarters; and the Mahanuddy a mile and three quarters bélow the 
Lord Witham Bentinck. 

After anchoring, the Major General, aocompanied by some Staff Officers and myself, proceeded 
up the River to reconnoitre, and make arrangemeuts for landing on the following morning, 

In the evening, and during the early past of the night, some deaultory firing took plate from the 
enemy's River Stockades on the headmost Steamer, which was returned by ‘her and the boats, while 
Picquets were thrown out fro the Steamers on the baiks during the niglit to prevent the accident 
of a night attack. | 

The disembarkation of the Troops commenced on the following morning, Sunday, the “21st, at 4 
A. M,, each Steamer landing her men on the left bank of the River, abreast of her own pesition, from 
whence the different columns marched along the ‘bunk to the point of concentration dbreast of the 
headinost Steamer, the Lord William Bentinck. 

At the same fime ‘the Artillery, two “24-Pounder Tfwitzers,, (which had been previoudly trans- 
ferred-fror the Mahanuddy to the Paddle-box Boats,) were landed by the Seamen ander the directions 
of Commander Lambert. 

The ancient City of Pegu is of a quadrangular form; the ruined walls or ramparts are still clearly 
defined, and are surrounttedl on afl sides by a moat, much choked with mud and rubbish, its sides being 
about a mile aad.three quarters in length,—the Pagoda, which forms the key of the position, lying in 
the N. E. division of the space, enclosed by the ruined ramparts. 

The Enemy, whose numbers are stated to have amounted to between three and four thousand, were 
strongly posted at the S. E. angle of the walja,.and also along the river front of their position, which 
was strongly stockaded. The Enemy made nv’ opposition to our landing, owing to our movements being 
concealed by the fog which prevaihed: id the early morning, ; 

The concentration of the Troops and the arrangements for the advance, were completed by about 
6-30. A. M.3; at 7 the advance commenced, the columns moving along the outer edge of the Southern 
moat towards the Eastward, so as to turn the flank of the Enemy’s position, theit progress more 
necessarily extremely slow, on account of the difficilt mature of the grotnd, shich.was covered wit 
high grass and jungle, and over which there was no regular road, 

ne Enemy immediately commenced a sharp fire, which soon -caused some casualties, and as the 
Troops adyanced along the edge of the moat, they moved along the ramparts parallel to them, and 
maintained ‘a constant fire. At about ‘9-15 the European Troops who were in advance reached a point 
opposite to a breken opening in the rampart, where the moat seemed passable, and after a short halt to 
refresh the men, and form them under cover of a wood, they advanced at 9-45 a. M. in calutan of 
attatk, charged gallantly ‘actess the moat, entered the line of ‘the Enemy's defence, and drove the 
Buyinese betore them,—the Frey retreating towards ‘the Pagoda. if

the line of the river defences, for the purpose of dispersing the Enemy in that quarter; but on perceiv- 
ing them in fall retreat towards thie agoda, awing-te the efficient fire of shell and canister, which drom 
the commengoment of the.sfair had been kept up on them by the Lerd William Bentineh and the Gan

I have the honor to state, for the information of the Governor General in Council, that 
Pegu was captured yesterday. 

In June last, 1 was induced, by strong representations from various sources, to send a small force to 
drive out some Burmese from Pegu. We had had some friendly intercourse with the inhgbitants of that 
place, who declared to me that if they were put again in possession of their town, they would be able to 

old it. There was an armed party of Taliens at the time from the villages around who promised 
their support. 

The Burmese were driven out and the people recovered possession of their Town, but, as I feared, 
they did not hold it a week. 

At this time it would have been inconvenient in many ways to have stationed a force there at the 
eommencement of the monsoon. | 

Since that time I have had various reports of the enemy being in great force at Pegu, and that 
they had thrown up strong defences on the River, and from it to the Pagoda, within the site of the old 
City—they became troublesome also to several villages between this and Rangoon. 

As the Army will shortly be at Prome with a garrison only at Rangoon, it became imperative 
to take possession of and garrison Pegu. 

I had determined upon this for some time, and the three small river Steamers with the Muhanuddy, 
having returned from Prome on the 16th of November, I arranged with Commodore Lambert, that the 
troops should embark on Thursday evening, the 18th, when 300 men of the ist Bengal Fusiliers, under 
Lieutenant Colonel Tudor ; 800 of the Ist Madras Fusiliers, ander Major Hill; 400 men of the 5th Madras 
N. I. under sh i Shubrick ; 70 Sappers with two 24-Pounder Howitzers and 32 Artillery men, em- 
barked by 7 o’Cloek P. m. 

This force I placed under the command of Brigadier McNeill of the Madras Army. 
zi I rt embarked with my own Staff in the Mahunyddy, for the purpose of accompanying the 

gc Shadwell, of the Royal Navy, had cherge of the Flotilla. 

This town is eituated about 60 miles from Rangoon, on a fine creek, called the Pegu River, which 
runs into the Rangoon River, just ‘below the town of Rangoon. 

We started on Friday morning, the 19th, at dey-break, and in consequence pf the shallow water 
were obliged to anehor about two miles below Pept at sunset, on the evening of the 20th. 

The troops commenced disembarking at 4 a. m, the next morning, were all assembled on shore 
by } past 6 o’Clock, and when I joined the force at this honr, I found it buried in high grass jungle and 
the aide country enveloped in a thick fog : 

I was in some degree aware of the position of the Enemy, from a plan I had had in my possession 
for aome time, furnished by Captain Latter, he having accompanied the former expedition in June, but 
not the particulars of it, tint IseW itn the’ground: The site of the old City, wherein the Enemy was 
posted, is formed by a square, surrounded by a high bund, each side of which is presumed to be about 
two miles in length, the West side facing the river, and the square is surrounded by a wet moat, 
betwen 70 and 80 pades-wides 6 o* *. ; 

From the South-west angie there is a causeway over the moat, class'to; api poaiiel with the 
river. This causeway the Enomy had made exceedingly strong by traverwes; and breaking it down at 
‘various intervals to prevent our advance. On thewhole of thd faded of the band, honting our 
position, they had bodies of troops statiened, extending for about a mile and a quarter.

We commenced our advan®, 
the Bengal ‘Kusiliers teading, covered. by the Rifle Company of the 5th Madras Native Infantry, and 
followed by the Madras Fusiliers and 5th Native Infantry, in Alb, and for two hours was this force 
‘stroggting throuph the ‘altidst ‘Tmnpetietiglle grass and jungle “along the outer edge of fhe moat, ,and 
-exposed'to a very warm fire from the enemy. | _ : 
We atflast reached g part of the moat which admitted of 2 passage for the troops and marked by 
the extreme left of the Enemy’s position, and where they had a strong post and two guns. 

I here directed Colonel Uydor to form a storming party of 150 of his own men and 100 of the 
Madras Fusiliers, which the Lieutenant Colonel led. At the signal given they crossed the moat 
through mud and water, and most gallaptly stormed the Enemy’s post. We were dow masters of their 

. position, 
. Our own guns were actively employed ander Captain Mallock at the spot from which we first 
commenced our move, and after sofhe time they were brought up, over almost impassable ground, 
nearly to the spot where we effected our entrance into the Enemy’s position, and they were protected 
by the Grenadiers of the 5th Madras Native Infantry under Captain Wyndham. 3 

After resting the troops for some time, and collecting the wounded men, we again advanced by an 

excellent path in the direction of the large Pagoda. Wesuffered no molestation from the Enemy, but 
on approaching the Pagoda, I formes a party for its attack, under Major Hill, of the Madras Fusiliers, 
consisting of 100 of his own Regiment, with a simildr number of the Bengal Fusiliers. . They advanced 
up to the steps of the Pagoda, and on ascending received a fire of musquctry, which they soon silenced, 
-and took possession of the place at about one o'clock P.M. , | ss 
The fatigues of the day were now over, and T am certain that while they lasted no soldiers ever 
‘met with more arduons ones, nor ever met the obstacles of such an advance with more cheerful and 
steady perseverance than did this litle band of brave and determined men. ee hee 
The Enemy by the least computation could not number less than 5,00Q men, evidently headed. by 
‘people of consideration, by the numerous mounted people as well as elephants, which were seen retiring 
-by the road to Sitang. | ie 
Our Joss is not nearly what I apprehended in the morning it might have been, and considering 
the difficulties of the ground ard exposure to the Enemy, I congratulate myself that it is so small. 
I lmvé now to ask the Governor General in Council’s consideration of the services performed on this 
expedition by the Officers and men engayed, ——

I have the honor to report, for your Excellency’s information, the proceedings of the 
Expedition to Pegu. 

The Troops having embarked at Rangoon on the evening of the 18th instant, on board the H. C. 
Steamers Mahanuddy, Nerbudda, Damoodaand Lord William Benti nek, as set forth in the accompanying 
Memorandum, showing the details of the whole force, dropped down the River below the Hastings’ 
Shoal, and waited for the morning tide. 

A convoy of Boats, containing Provisions, Stores, and Carap-followers, escorted by the Gun-boats, 
under the command of Lieutenant Mason, precéded the Steamers on the afternoon of the 18th. 

Weighing at early day-light on the 19th, and taking the whole of the flood-tide with them, the 
vessels, led by the Lord William Bentinck, proceeded up the Pegu River, and arrived in the evening 
at stations a few miles below Pegu. : 

The Lord Wilkam Bentinck, more fortunate than the rest, (Mr. Digney having previously acquired 
some knowledge of the River on a former occasion,) reached a point two miles below the position it 
was proposed to take up; the Damooda, Nerbudda, and Muahanuddy remaining for the night at sta- 
tions lower down the River. 

The further advance of the Vessels on the following day was tedious, and a matter of considerable 
ees owing to the decreasing width and depth of the Channel, and the serpentine bends of the 

iver. 

Kby the evening the Lord William Lentinck had pushed on to a position about a quurter of a mile 
below the S. E. angle of the old ruined City of Pegu; the Nerbudda reached a point half a mile 
further down; the Damovda threc quarteis; and the Mlahanuddy a mile and three quarters below the 
Lord William Bentinck. 

After anchoring, the Major General, accompanied by some Staff Officers and myself, proceeded 
up the River to reconnoitre, and make arrangements for landing on the following morning. 

In the evening, and during the carly part of the night, some desultory firing tovk place from the 
enemy's River Stockades on the headmost Steamer, which was returned by her and the boats, while 
Picquets were thrown out from the Steamers on the banks during the night to prevent the accident 
of a night attack. ‘ 

The disembarkation of the Troops commenced on the following morning, Sunday, the 21st, at 4 
A. M., each Steamer landing her men on the left bank of the River, abreast of her own position, from 
whence the different columns marched along the bank to the point of concentration abreast of the 
headmost Steamer, the Lord Hilliam Bentinck. 

At the same time the Artillery, two 24-Pounder sHowitzers, (which had been previously trans- 
ferred from the Mahanuddy to the Paddle-box Boats,) were landed by the Seamen under the directions 
of Commander Lambert. 

The ancient City of Pegu is of a quadrangular form; the ruined walls or ramparts are still clearly 
defined, and are surrounded on all sides by a moat, much choked with mud and rubbish, its sides being 
about a mile and three quarters in length,—the Pagoda, which forms the key of the position, lying in 
the N. E. division of the space, enclosed by the ruined ramparts. 

The nom Ys whose numbers are stated to have amounted to between three and four thousand, were 
strongly posted at the 8. FE. angle af the walls, and also along the river front of their position, which 
was strongly stockaded. The Enemy made no opposition to our landing, owing to our movements being 
concealed by the fog which prevailed in the early morning. 

The concentration of the Troops and the arrangements for the advance, were completed by about 
6-30. a. M.3; at 7 the advance commenced, the columns moving along the outer edge of the Southern 
moat towards the Eastward, so as to turn the flank of the Enemry’s position, their progress being 
necessarily extremely slow, on account of the difficult nature of the ground, which was covered with 
high grass and jungle, and over which there was no regular road. 

‘The Enemy immediately commenced a sharp fire, which soon caused some casualties, and ag the 
Troops advanced along the edge of the moat, they moved along the ramparts parallel to them, and 
maintained a constant fire. At about 9-15 the Kuropean Troops who were in advance reached a point 
opposite to a broken opening in the rampart, where the moat seemed passable, and after a short halt to 
refresh the men, and form them under cover of a wood, they’ advanced at 9-45 4. mM. in column of 
attack, charged gallantly across the moat, entered the line of the Enemy’s defence, and drove the 
“3armese before them,—the Enemy tetreating towarda the Pagoda. Lee | 

Thad reniained a little behind to assist the advance of the Artillery, about which the General 
rad been anxious, and on my arrival at 10 a.m. had the satisfaction of seeing’ our Troops in posses- 
sidn of the Enemy's ramparts. 

After refreshing the men, the Troops advanced, at 10-45 a, M., to the left along the bund, towards 
the line of the river defences, for the, purpose of digpersing the Enemy in that quarter but on perceiv- 
ing them in full fetreat towards the Pagoda, owing to the efficient fire of shell ard canister, which from 
the commencéinént of the affair had been kept up on them by the Lord WiliamBentinek aad the Gun 
Boats, the Gengral cauntermarched the Troops to the right again; and zetunesd 40 our original posi- 
tion. pee ee 
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At 12 aclock the columhs again aavemced by the direct road leading towards the Pagoda without 
meeting*any opposition, and on arriving near it, at 0-45 Pp. Mm. the columns were formed for the assault. 
On approaching it we perceived some Burmese stealthily watchingJour movements; Sur gnen advanced 
with a rush, the enemy fired a volley and fled, we entered the Pagoda, and Pegu was ours., : 

It could scarcely be expected that tRis service could be performed without some loss; and I regret 
to say, that the Military force hud six men killed and thitky-one wounded, including, among the latter, 
three, Officer's ; most Sed alec none of the Seamen in the Boatg or on board the Lord William 
Bentinck, (which velsel alone was near enough to take part in the attack,) were either killed or woundéd, 
although continually exposed to a warm fire. 


It is with much gratification that I have to report to Your Excellency, the zeal, energy and good 
conduct of the Officers and Seamen attaced to the Expedition. 

To Commander Rowley Lambert, of H. M. S. oz, praise is due for the able manner in which the 
Guns were promptly landed by the Seamen under his directions, and subsequently for the efficient 
manner in which he directed the fire from the Gun Boats, on the enemy’s position, by which they were 
ultimately dislodged. 

Messrs. Digney, Porter, Berwick and Simson, respectively Commanding the Honorable Company’s 
Steamers, deserve great credit for the perseverance and chergy they displayed in pushing their Vessels 
up the River, under circumstances of gnost difficult navigation, as well as for their general ussistartce. 

Lieutenants Mason and Glover, and Mr. Poco@k, Mate, and the subordinate Officers in charge of 
Boats, acquitted themselves to my entire satisfaction. 

The services of Mr. J. F. Johnson, Assistant Surgeon of H. M.S. Sphinz, were extremely valuable 
in attending on the wounded, many of whom were sent on board the Lord William Bentinck at the 

“commencement of the affair. 


Commander Beauchamp Seymour, R. N., accompanied the Expedition as a volunteer, and was present 
with the Major General Commanding throughout the operations of the day.

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Hin'ble Company’s Steamors Mahanuddy, Damooda and Lord William Bedtinch, on the evening of th 
22nd, The two latter Vessels left for Rangoon on the morning of the 26rd, and General Godfin ail 
Staff, having embarked on board tht Mahanuddy during the afternoon, that Vessel proceeded and 
returned to Rangoon at noon this day. 

A Garrison of 430 men remains at Pegu, 230 Europeans (nd 200 Sepoys. 

The Major General at first wished the ‘“Nerbudda tu remain at Pegu tor a few days, but having 
subsequently changed his mind, I ordered that Vessel to return also, and desired one of the Spjine’s 
Paddle-box Boats to remain until farther orders, os : 

Mr, Bamadistan, in charge of the Yaw] of I. M.S. JWinchester, arrived at Pegu, with a Convoy of 
provision boats fron’ Rangoon, on the morning of the 23rd. 1 have instructed that Officer to return to 
Rangoon with the empty boats as svon as they have been clearéd.

Sir, 

I have the honor to state, for the information of the Governor General in Council, that 
Pegu was captured yesterday. 

In June last, 1 was induced, by strong representations from various sources, to send a small force to 
drive out some Burmese from Pegu. We had had some friendly intereourse with the inhabitants of that 
place, who declared to me that if they were put again in possession of their town, they would be able to 
hold it. There was an armed party of Tuliens at the time from the villaves around who promised 
their support. 

The Burmese were driven out and the people recovered possession of their Town, but, as I feared, 
they did not hold it a week. 

At this time it would Rave been meonvcnicnt in many ways to have stationed a force there at the 
commencement of the monsoon, 

Sinee that thue | have had various reports of the Enemy being in great force at Peeu, and that 
they had thrown up strong defences on the River, and from it to the Pagoda, within the site of the old 
City—they became troublesome also to several villages between this and Nangoon, 

As the Army will shortly be at Prome with a garrison only at Rangoon, it became imperative 
to take possession of and garrison Pegu, 

I had determined upon this for some time, and the three small river Steamers with the Alahkanuddy, 
having returned fron: Prome on the 16th of November, | arranged with Commodore Lambert, that the 
troops shold embark on Thursday evening, the 14th, when 300 inen of the Ist Bongal Fusiliers, under 
Lieutenant Colonel Tudor; 300 of the Ist Madras Fusiliers, under Major Hill: 400 mien of the 5th Madras 
N. 1, under Major Shubrick; 70 Sappers with two 24-Pounder Howitzers and 32 Artillery men, em- 
barked by 7 «’Clock ». M. 

This force | placed under the command of Brigadior McNeill of the Madras Army. 

1 also embarked with my own Stafl in the Alahanuddy, for the purpuse of accompanying the 
Expedition. 

Cominander Shadwell, of the Roval Navy, had charge of the Flotilla. 

This town is situated abont 60 miles from Rangoon, on a fine creek, called the Pegu River, which 
rans into the Rangoon River, just below the town of Rangoon. 

We started on Friday morning, the 19th, at day-break, and in consequence of the shallow water 
were obliged to anchor about two miles below Pegu at sunset, on the evening of the 20th. 

The troops commenced disembarking at 4 a. M. the neat morning, and were all assembled on shore 
by 4 past 6 o’Clock, and when I joined the force at this hour, 1 found it buried in high grass jungle and 
the whole country enveloped in a thick fog 

- ] was in some degree aware of the position of the Enemy, frou a plan I had bad in my possession 
for some time. furnished by Captain Latter, he having accompnnied the former expedition in June, but 
not the particulars of #, until ] saw it on the ground. The site of the old City, wherein the Enemy was 
posted, ia furmed My a square, surrounded by a high bund, each side of which is presumed to be abont 
two miles in length, the Wist side facing the river, aud the square ‘is Surrounded by a wet moat, 
butween 70 and 80 paces wide. ‘ 

From the South-west angle there is a causeway over the moat, close to, and parallel with the 
river, This causeway the Enemy had made exceedingly strong by traverses, ahd breaking it down at 
vurious intervals to prevent our advance. On the whole of the South face of the bund, fronting our 
position, they had bodies of troops stationed, extending for about a mile and a quarter. 

As the causeway on the right of their position was so narrow that only aile of men sould advance 
along it against their numerous musquetry and local impediments, I abandonedall idea of attacking 
them there. It was thereftre determined to force our way along the moat, afd to turn the Jeft of their 
position, ont the South face of the equare.

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Captain Latter, my Interpreter, who *was with me, had witlf” him a Burmese, wh promited toe 
iffd us aecaustway leading intb the bund clwse to the left of their position, We anceat our ad@ance 
the Bengdt Fusiliers leading, covered by the Rifle Company of the'Sth Madras Native Infantry, and 
followed by the Madras Fusiliers and Sth Native Infantry, in filegand for two hours was this force 
struggling through the almost impenetrable grass and jungle alonf the outer edge of the moat, and 
exposed to a very warm fire from the enerhy. : 

We at last reached a part of the moat which admitted of a passage for the troops and marked by 
the extreme left of the Enomy’s position, and where they lad a strong past and two guns, 

I here directed Colonel ‘Tusdor to form a storming party of 150 of Bis own inen and 100 of the 
Madras Fusiliers, which the Lieutenant Colonel led. At the signal given they crossed tho moft 
through mud and water, and most gallantly stormed the Enemy's post. We were now masters of their 
position. ” 

Our own gans were actively employed under Captain Mallock at the spot from which we first 
commenced *®our move, and after soim time they were breaght up, over almost intpassable ground, 
nearly to the spot where we effected our entrance into the Enemy's position, and they wero protected 
by the Grenadiers of the 5th Madras Native Infantry under Captain, Wyndham. ® 

After resting the troops for some time, and collecting the wounded men, we again advanced by an 
exellent path in the dircetion of the large Pagoda. We wufered no molestation from the Enemy, but 
on approaching the Pagoda, | formedya party for its attack, under Major Hilt, of the Madras Fusiliers, 
consisting of 100 of his own Regiment, with a simila® number of the Bengal Fusiliers. They advanced 
up to the steps of the Pagoda, and on ascending received a fire of musquetry, which they soon silenced, 
and took possession of the place at about one o'clock P.M, 

° The tatignes of the day were now over, and Tam certain that while they lasted no soldiers ever 
met with more arduous ones, nor ever met the obstacles of sueh an advance with more cheerful and 
steady perseverance than did this little band of brave and determined men. 

The Enemy by the least computation could not number less than 6,000 men, evidently headed by 
people of consideration, by the numerous mounted people as well as elephants, which were seen retiring 
by the road fo Sitang. 

Our loss is not nearly what T apprehended in the morning it might have been, and considering 
the difficulties of the ground and exposure to the Enemy, [congratulate myself that it is so small. 

{ havenow to ask the Governor Crener doin Council’s consideration of the services performed on this 
expedition by the Oficers and men engaved. 

To Brigadier McNeill, Who formed 5D) the foree in the MIOTHINE as it disembarked, and whose 
indefatigable exertions during the day brought on an exhaustion which occasioned mu much distress to 
witness and which deprived me of his valuable assistance for a short time.

Pay Master, in tho proper Jine of his duty as such, 
is not more liable than any other Regimental 
Officer to take any charge or management of- any 
Funds which are purely regimental, and placed by 
regulation wholly under the control and responsi-*: 
bility of the Commanding Officer, and consequent- 
Jy that the Pay Master’s security to the Crown 
cannot be made available to mect any déficiency 
occurring in any such Fund when entrusted to his 
care, 

Such being the case, I further consider it right 
to urge on your attention, as an indispensable rule, 
that whenever the Pay Master does take charge of 
any such funds, or of any monies whatever other 
than those which, In his capacity as Pay Master, 
he is bound to administer, his accounts of such 
funds or monies must be kept perfectly distinct 
and separate from the accounts of money which 
passes into his hands as a public accountant, and 
that he must not be suffered to mingle in the same 
recounts any entries of private or purely 1egi- 
mental transactions with the entries of lis receipts 
and expenditure for the public.
